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DIVISION NO. I. 


This school has been taught the entire year by Miss Esther A. 
Bradley, who has maintained the same firm system of discipline 
combined with that thorough method of instruction which charac- 
terized her work in this school last year. Having good material 
with which to work, she has been able to produce marked results, 
making this a model school as regards recitations, progress and 
courteous deportment of the pupils, not only during school hours, 
but at intermission. A certain amount of work has been required 
outside that specified in the text books, and the knowledge so 
gained cannot fail to increase in a large degree the general intelli- 
gence and culture of the pupils. 


DIVISION NO. 2. 


Spring term taught by Miss Hattie L. Jewell, who returned to the 
school fully acquainted with its requiremennts, having taught the 
two previous terms. At the closing exercises in June the pupils 
evinced careful training, and, although the school had become large, 
each one had doubtless received a full share of attention. The 
teacher had the good-will of the scholars, and the younger ones did 
especially well, making good progress. At the close of the term 
Miss Jewell resigned her position to attend the Wellington Training 
School at Cambridge, Mass. Fall term commenced by Miss Lena 
Peterson of Gorham, Me., a graduate of the Maine State Normal 
School, and highly recommended by the faculty of the same. Miss 
Peterson, although bright and smart, and having some of the best 
methods of teaching, was without experience in ungraded schools, 
and found it difficult to instruct and at the same time discipline so 
large a school. At the end of six weeks she resigned and accepted 
an easier position in a Massachusetts school. 

After a delay of two weeks the school was reopened by Rev. H. 
N. Wiggins of this town, who sent in his resignation at the end of 
three days. Work was again taken up by Mr. Charles F. Thomas, 
of Brockton, Mass.—a teacher with eight years’ successful experi- 
ence. Mr. Thomas entered the school with a disposition to eradi- 
cate some of the defects to which his attention had been called. Be- 
ing a kind but firm disciplinarian and having the happy faculty of 
making dull steps attractive, Mr. Thomas with rare tact and _ skill 
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coupled with patience and perseverance has placed this school where 
it will compare favorably with any in town. ‘The pupils have done 
credit to their teacher and redeemed themselves from anything that 
may have been lacking in their reputation in the past, thus show- 
ing that there is good material in this school when rightly handled. 
One very pleasing feature of his instruction has been the attention 
given to the manners of his pupils. 


DIVISION NO. 3. 


Spring term taught by Miss Althea R. Todd, of South Newmarket, 
a graduate of the Normal Department of Robinson Seminary, and 
with some experience in teaching. Miss Todd entered this large 
school with a full determination to leave no duty undone, and 
throughout the term she discharged those duties seemingly with 
but one object in view—that of assisting all under her charge. She 
was ever ready to do what she felt would be for the best interest of 
the school. Some good work was done and progress made. At the 
close of this term she accepted a more desirable position in South 
Newmarket. For the fall and winter terms the Board of Education 
were fortunate in securing the services of Miss Ida M. Slack—a 
teacher having several years’ successful experience in this and other 
towns. Having a natural aptitude for the responsible duties of a 
teacher—some of which extend beyond the school room—with 
sufficient energy and proper methods of discipline to secure good 
order—that great essential of a good school—she at once gained 
the good-will of all. The school, although the largest in town, has 
been well cared for and very successful. We congratulate all 


interested. 
DIVISION NO. 4. 


Miss Margie P. Green has taught throughout the year, this being 
her third year’s work in this Division, a fact which is sufficient 
evidence of her fitness and success as a teacher. Miss Green’s 
popularity with parents and pupils makes it possible for her to 
secure results not attainable where there is a lack of harmonious 
feeling. Unusual enthusiasm and thoroughness have characterized 
all recitations and she has fully kept up the excellent standard of 
last year. Anapt, efficient teacher who has earned an enviable 
reputation. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


In presenting again the annual school report it gives us pleas- 
ure to say that while some of the schools the past year have not 
quite equalled our expectations, taken as a whole, they have been 
exceptionally successful. We feel it our duty to employ the services 
of such teachers as are best adapted by natural qualifications and 
culture to have charge of our schools, also aiming to employ those 
who have an established reputation as first-class instructors; but 
in order to keep our schools in the most prosperous condition 
parents must co-operate with teachers. 

The child who is under little or no restraint at home rarely yields 
gracefully to the restrictions and requirements of the well ordered 
school room, yet, how natural to blame the teacher. 

The work of the teacher is not altogether instruction in the stud- 
ies of the school ; the suppression of all kinds of wrong habits and 
tendencies is of far more importance, as education must have char- 
acter for its foundation or it is of little worth either to the individ- 
ual or community. 

So much fault was found last year by teachers and parents with 
the series of arithmetics used in the schools that the Board of Edu- 
cation deemed it advisable to make a change. After careful exam- 
ination, and with the advice of reliable educators, Greenleaf’s new 
series were introduced, and have given complete satisfaction. 

At the beginning of the year a handsome clock was placed in the 
school-room of Division 1, the result of an exhibition given by the 
pupils the previous term, in the Town Hall. 

Division No. 2 has suffered somewhat from a frequent but una- 
voidable change of teachers. It is now in good hands. Some of. 
the parents of this division are hoping to see soon a school build- 
‘ing more in keeping with the times. A good schoolhouse is a ben- 
efit to parents and all property owners, as well as to the children. 

A new fence has been placed around the school yard of Division 
3, adding much to the general appearance of the buildings, and it 
speaks well for this school and its teacher that it has not been in- 
jured in the least during the two terms since its completion. 

An exhibition was given by the pupils of Division 4 and their 
friends, at the Town Hall, February 26. An attractive programme 
was well carried out. 
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In closing, we would say that the board have endeavored to con- 
duct the schools with an intelligent economy, and have taken all 
reasonable trouble to know as nearly as possible the worth of each 
teacher before giving her charge of a school. 

At the beginning of the year supply-books were given each 
teacher, and a careful record of all books and supplies loaned has 
been kept; this has obviated a certain waste of material noticed 
last year. ,

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HIGH SCHOOL. 


The attention of the School Board having been called to the 
fact that the district had voted to have a high school, and it appear- 
ing that there was sufficient money available to support such a 
school one term without abridging in any way the other schools, 
it was decided, after consultation with the selectmen as to locality 
and school fixtures, to attempt to carry out the will of the dis- 
trict. The experiment resulted ina success. The selectmen en- 
gaged and fitted up a room in the Christian parsonage. The Board 
secured as a teacher Miss Dillie McDonald, whose education, 
experience, tact and disposition admirably fitted her for the posi- 
tion. Nineteen bright boys and girls applied and being found 
qualified were admitted at the beginning of the term and one other 
entered near its close, thus filling all the seats provided. ‘The term 
began the 18th of September and closed the 8th of December. The 
average daily attendance was 18; which, considering the distance 
some of the pupils came, was remarkable. The conduct of the 
pupils was no less exemplary, averaging by the teacher’s register, 
nearly perfect. 

The studies pursued were reading, spelling, penmanship, arithme- 
tic, geography, grammar, history, composition, drawing, book-keep- 
ing and algebra. Most of the pupils made good progress in all 
those branches. } 

The co operation of teacher and pupils in every effort to make 
the school a success merits the highest commendation. It is usual 
to call the attention of children to the worthy example of their 
elders ; but it is certain that if many of the older people of this town 
would imitate the gentlemanly and ladylike conduct of the mem- 
bers of this school, as it appeared to the members of the Board, we 
should have a model town so far as relates to deportment. 

It may be noted that most, if not all the studies pursued in this 
school have been taught in the common schools, and perhaps well 
taught. But it is certain that no teacher in our common schools 
can devote the necessary time to the older pupils, some of whom 
will have no other opportunity to procure an education without 
neglecting the little ones. When the Winnicut school is full no 
pupil can engross ten minutes of the teacher's time in any one day 
without taking from what is due to another. If one will note the 
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number of studies pursued in that school, he can estimate how 
much time the teacher can use in explaining difficult points relating 


to any one branch.
